AOPA  ADOPTS  NEW  GROUP  LIFE 
INSURANCE  SYSTEM 

Aircraft  Owners  and  Pilot's  Association  has  announced 
an  unusual  group  life  Insurance  program  for  its  members.  It 
will  provide  a $5,000  policy  lor  $15  p^r  quarter  and  will  not 
require  the  usual  additional  premium  of  irom  $3,7$  to  $5  per 
thousand  for  nonairlm©  flying.  The  insurance  rats  com- 
pares favorably  with  ordinary  group  insurance-  All  OPA 
members  are  eligible  for  the  insurance  This  means  that 
crop  dusters,  reserve  and  active  pilots  (except  in  com- 

bat areas),  commercial  pilots  and  flight  instructors  may  ap- 
ply. Underwriting  company  is  Minnesota  Mutual  Life  In- 
suftmce  Co.  which  is  currently  insuring  Northwesl  Airline- 
personnel  under  a similar  plan.  A minimum  of  1,000  AOPA 
members  musl  apply  by  May  I to  pul  the  progrom  into  ef- 
fect.

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GUGGENHEIM  SAFETY  PROGRAM  URGES  PERSONAL 
CONVERTIPLANS  DEVELOPMENT 

Development  of  a personal  type  convertible  aircrall 
combining  vertical  take^lf  with  horlzonfal  llighl  is  one  of  the 
prime  objectives  of  the  safety  progrom  under  developmeni 
by  The  Daniel  and  Florence  Guggenheim  Aviation  Safely 
Center  at  Cornell  University.  During  the  meeling  of  tht.  . .. 
ecullve  group  of  the  ASC,  this  item  was  high  on  the  list  oi 
major  gaps  which  musl  be  filled  lo  round  out  the  more  than 
600  research  proit  now  under  way  aimed  at  making  flying 
mcr'  safe.  The  establishment  of  a single  center,  or  two  or 
more  coordinated  centers,  ior  testing  oircrall  accersorSi:  is 
another  maior_^  consideration.  Jerome  Lederer.  director  of 
the  ASC  and  president  of  the  Flight  Safety  Foundation,  re 
ported  that  the  growing  number  and  complexity  of  ac-  ---z 
series,  particularly  those  of  the  electrical  and  electronic  type- 
.a  a matter  of  senous  concern  sine  failure  ol  these  acce 
s.-.rici  sometimes  leads  to  further  complications  and  fatal  oc 
cidenis.  He  indicated  that  the  current  manufactiuer's  lab 
oratories  lor  testing  accessories  are  not  enough  by  them- 
selves The  Avtalion  Safely  Center  hopes  to  bring  together 
the  research  needs  in  aviation  safety  with  the  talent  and 
lunds  to  accomplish  the  end  requirements.  The  Daniel  and 
Florence  Guggenheim  contribution  to  the  Center  wilt  be  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  headquarters  group  at 
Cornell.  The  62  page  report  titled  "Survey  of  Research 
Protects  m the  Field  oi  Aviation  Safely  ’ was  the  fimt  step 
m this  program.  It  enabled  researchers  lo  realize  what  prel- 
ects ore  under  way  and  what  groups  are  interested  in  the 
work.  Now  an  effort  will  be  made  to  pul  into  effect  the  pro- 
gram aimed  at  collecting  and  disseminating  safely  material 
and  filling  in  obvious  gop‘

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CHANGES  IN  REQUIREMENTS  FO^RiVATE  PILOT 
CERTIFICATE  UNDER  STUDY  BY  CAA-CAB 


Woshinglon.  D.  C..  April  2 — Hiqh«r  skill  recfuiremenls 
lor  oppllcanis  M«kinq  private  pilot  ralinqs  would  reduce 
pilot  error  accidents,  Donald  W Nyrop,  Administrator  of 
Civil  Aeronautics,  said  today.  Increaslnq  indications  that 
loo  many  private  flying  accidents  are  caused  by  lack  ol 
aeronautical  knowledge  or  by  inadequate  training  has  re- 
sulted in  lour  steps  by  the  CAA  to  remedy  the  situation,  the 
Administrator  said.  These  are; 

1.  An  analysis  of  recommendation  submitted  by  a spe* 
ciol  CAA  committee  which  made  a study  of  private  flying  ac- 
cidents in  1946  and  1949. 

2.  A study  of  replies  to  questionaires  sent  2,500  fixed 
base  operators  calling  for  suggestions. 

3.  Recommendations  to  the  CAB  that  higher  knowledge, 
experience,  and  skill  requirements  be  set  lor  applicants  seek- 
ing private  pilot  ratings. 

4.  Preparation  ol  a list  of  200  questions  and  answers 
for  use  in  future  private  pilot  written  examinations. 

Alter  studying  the  1948-49  private  flying  accident  record, 
the  special  CAA  committee  suggested; 

1.  Belter  instruction  in  pre-flight  preparation  methods 
including  the  art  of  teaming  when  to  stay  on  the  ground- 
cmd  better  pre-illght  iniormailon  and  assistance. 

2.  More  instruction  in  the  techniques  ol  finduig  one'-: 
way,  and  alternate  ways  ol  getting  to  the  destination. 

3.  Instruction  In  methods  ol  estimating  Held  size  end 
held  condition  from  the  air. 

4-  Belter  understanding  by  pilots  ol  performance  char 
aclerislics  of  their  planes,  especlolly  as  to  airspeed  require- 
ments in  various  flight  situations,  field  size  requirements  and 
best  rate-ol-climb  methods  for  their  planes. 

5.  Improvements  In  performance  and  controllability  ol 
private  type  plones  to  lessen  operational  limitations. 

6.  Development  of  methods  to  assist  ihe  private  pilot  in 
maintaining  his  proficiency  including  research  to  dis-'over 
weakness  in  technique,  and  refresher  courses.  Certain  types 
of  accident  causes  stand  out  In  the  report  prepared  by  a om- 
mlttee  headed  fay  Joseph  E.  Boudwin  of  the  CAAV  Engineer- 
ing Flight  Test  Branch.  Of  the  6,920  accidents  examined, 
646  were  coused  when  pilots  landed  in  Inaulliclent  space  or 
in  unsuitable  area,  and  627  when  pilots  attempted  take-off 
Irorn  such  places  This,  according  to  the  committee,  indi- 
cates pilots  are  trying  to  make  Iheir  airplanes  take  them 
wherever  they  want  to  go.  and  Ignoring  the  limitations  both 
of  fh^irpTones  and  landing  pieces.  Elusions  with  objects 
in  taking  off,  landing,  and  loxying  took  a high  toll.  Ditches, 
trees,  furrows  and  fences  got  in  the  way  and  caused  1,856 
accidents  Pilots  who  failed  to  prepare  their  flights  ade- 
quotely  in  advance,  or  obtained  poor  weather  information, 
or  took  along  insufficient  gas.  or  failed  lo  find  out  the  condi- 
tion ol  Ihe  field  at  their  destination,  encountered  1.244  acci- 
dents. Poor  landing  technique — always  the  cause  pilots  dis- 
like most  to  hear  about — was  involved  m 2,498  of  the  6.920 
accidents.  Bad  navigation  caused  706  accidents.  In  many 
cases,  a combination  of  causes  contributed  to  Ihe  accidents 
The  report  points  out  that  sloll  accidents  very  often  may  be 
ascribed  lo  improper  pilot  lechnique,  ond  It  found  that  1.076 
instances  of  poor  technique  were  contributing  causes  to  acci- 
dents studied.  The  new  requirements  In  tlie  examination  for 
private  pilots  now  ate  being  circulated  by  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  for  comment  from  the  industry.  All  comment 
thus  for  received  indicates  favorable  and  octive  interest 
within  the  industry  for  improving  Ihe  procedures  for  Instruct- 
ing pilots  and  checking  their  proficiency.  Out  of  its  replies 
from  the  2.S00  fixed  base  operators,  most  of  whom  engage 
in  pitot  Instruction,  the  CAA  has  prepared  a list  of  200  ques- 
tions from  which  the  examination  questions  for  private  pilots 
will  be  selected.  Alter  further  analysis  of  these  questions, 
they  will  be  published  in  a convenient  form  for  study  by 
apf^»Kint6. 


CAAWENTIFICATION  CARDS  FOR 
AIRMEN  MANDATORY 

Pilots,  mechanics  and  other  airmen  were  urged  today  by 
Donald  W.  Nyiop.  Admlnlstraior  of  the  CAA  lo  opply  prop- 
erly for  idenllllcation  cards  which  will  be  required  under  the 
proposed  omendment  of  Civil  Air  Regulottons.  Although  the 
deadline  for  obtaining  the  cards  is  set  at  September  1,  1951 
the  admlnlstraior  advised  the  nation’s  halt  million  oirmen  lo 
avoid  delay  by  early  filing  of  application  at  CAA  Aviation 
Safety  district  offices.  The  proposed  regulation  changes  pro- 
vided that  on  or  after  April  16.  1951,  ^fely  Agents  will  be 
oulhonwd  to  issue  cards  on  the  spot  to  airmen  who  show 
satisfactory  Identification  and  proof  ol  citizenship.  Airmen 
applying  lor  a cord  should  provide  the  following  Hems:  (1) 
Two  identical  phologrophs  approximately  1 inch  square  m 
size,  full  lace,  head  only,  taken  within  12  months  preceding 
dale  ol  application.  (2)  Proof  of  idenllflcoUon  such  as  li- 
censes or  combinations  of  Idenlifactlon  cards  and  documents 
which  will  Identify  the  oppllconi.  (3)  Proof  of  citizenship, 
place  and  dale  of  birth,  such  as  birth  certificates,  baptismal 
certificates,  passport,  or  an  airmen  identification  cord  Issued 
by  CAA  during  World  War  2.  (4)  Airmen  certtllcaie  The 
applicants  fingerprints  will  be  placed  on  both  the  applica- 
tion forms  and  Ihe  identlilcalfon  card.  Applicants  who  have 
lost  their  World  War  2 CAA  identification  cord  may  write 
the  Chief.  Airmen  Records  Branch.  CAA  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  and  request  o letter  venfymg  that  such  a card  wos  is- 
sued to  them.  This  letter  will  meet  the  citizenship  and  place 
and  dole  ol  birth  requirements  for  obtaining  one  of  the  new 
ideniUlcallon  cards.
